Veterans receiving pension or 
compensation checks are again ask¬ 
ing the Veterans Administration 
this time of the year “Is my VA 
check considered to be income and 
must I report it on my income tax 
return?” 

The answer, VA says, is no. 

Veterans benefits are tax free. 
These benefits which do not need 
to be reported include disability 
compensation and pension, divi¬ 
dends on GI insurance policies, ed¬ 
ucation and training allowances, 
subsistence allowances for disabled 
veterans receiving vocational train¬ 
ing, grants on homes for “wheel¬ 
chair living,” grants for motor ve¬ 
hicles for physically handicapped 
veterans, and death benefits paid 
to survivors. 

The only exception is interest 
earned by GT life insurance divi- 
dens left on deposit with the VA. 
It is only the interest earned by 
such dividends, not the dividend, 
which is taxable and must be re¬ 
ported, the VA points out.

WAR

Agawam has never been an isolated town, but always a part 
of events going on around it. 

During the two decades before Abraham Lincoln became 
president, the Springfield area was a busy place. Riverboats were 
shuttling between Hartford, Springfield and Holyoke, towing loaded 
barges. Passenger'steamers ran on schedules to meet boats from 
New York. The railroad, when it was built in 1844, began to cut 
into the river trade yet it increased the general activity and 
.growth of Springfield. 

Political tension was mounting, with the slavery question com¬ 
ing to a head. These were the days of the “lyceums”, debating so¬ 
cieties, anti-slavery meetings, temperance organizations. There were 
musicals, balls and military parades. Jenny Lind sang in Spring- 
field in 1851. The first national horse show was here in 1853. John 
Brown, famous abolitionist, lived in the city as a wool merchant 
and organized the “Gileadites” to resist the capture of fugitive 
slaves. There were men from this area in the Kansas fight of 1851. 
Newspapers flourished here, being delivered to outlying towns by 
Post Riders. 

People in this vicinity felt intimate interest in the national elec¬ 
tion of 1800, for George Ashmun of Springfield, a man of state and 
national reputation, was, through the efforts of Samuel Bowles, 
made president of the Republican Convention in Chicago at which 
Abraham Lincoln was nominated. When Lincoln made his speech 
of acceptance, Mr. Bowles and Mr. Ashmun were standing neat him. 
Mr. Bowles wrote that Mr. Lincoln’s face, “which in repose seemed 
made of bronze, was at the instant of speaking lighted up and the 
warmth of a great heart shown out of every feature.” After Lin¬ 
coln’s election it was Mr. Ashmun who persuaded Stephen A. Doug¬ 
las, political rival, to back the Lincoln administration. The last 
written words of Abraham Lincoln written just before he left for 
the theatre on the night of his death, were in a note making an 
appointment to see Mr. Ashmun in the morning. The note and the 
memory returned to Springfield. 

Agawam had given the lives of twenty eight men in the Civil 
War', and was by these things even more closely linked with events 
far beyond the boundaries of the town.
